1. (currently amended) A reminder display envelope comprising: 

a. an envelope having a front face and a rear face; and 

b. means for reminding a recipient of a date or event or the like; and- 

c. means for readily removing said remi nder means from said envelope; and 

rl a reminder pocket comprising a transparent window having four edges secured 
to a front face of a flat, pattern bla n k of said envelope bv an adhesive applied along , three 
said edges of said transparent window imam> foi displaying said lunindu means on pj 
said envelope. 

2. (currently amended) A reminder display envelope in accordance with claim 1 
wherein said reminder means further comprises a reminder notice message printed onto a 
surface of a flat pattern blank that forms an exterior surface of said assembled envelope. 

3. (currently amended) A reminder display envelope in accordance with claim 5 1 
wherein said reminder means further comprises a defined portion of said rear face of said 
envelope. 

4. (original) A reminder display envelope in accordance with claim 2 wherein said 
reminder means further comprises at least one reminder card defined by a top perforation 
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line, a bottom perforation line and a pair of spaced parallel perforation lines, each 
connected to each of said top and bottom perforation lines.

7. (currently amended) A reminder display envelope in accordance with claim * l 
wherein said reminder pocket further comprises a transparent mailing address window on 
said envelope for r«vra W the mailing a ddress of the initial recipient. 

8. (original) A reminder display envelope in accordance with claim 1 wherein said 
reminder means further comprises a display supporting panel comprising a pair of spaced 
parallel perforation lines extending upwardly from a bottom edge of a flat pattern blank 
for forming said envelope to a point 40%-70% of the distance from said bottom edge of 
said flat pattern blank to a panel separation score line of said flat pattern blank. 

9. (original) A reminder display envelope in accordance with claim 8 wherein said 
reminder means further comprises an adhesive coated flange on an upper portion of a 
sealing flap of said envelope adhered to an exterior surface of a lower edge of said 
display supporting panel, forming a flat base from a portion of said sealing flap and a 
reminder display panel supported at an inclined angle by said flat base and said display 
supporting panel. 
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10. (currently amended) A reminder display envelope comprising 

a. an envelope having a front face and a rear face; and 

b. a reminder card comprising a ironinder notice message printed on a an exterior 
surface of said envelope within an area defined by a top perforation line, a bottom 
perforation line and a pair of spaced parallel perforation lines, each connected to each of 
said top and bottom perforation lines; and 

c. means for erecting said envelope into an upstanding reminder display. 

11. (original) A reminder display envelope in accordance with claim 10 wherein 
said reminder means further comprises a defined portion of said rear face of said 
envelope. 

12. (original) A reminder display envelope in accordance with claim 10 wherein 
said display means further comprises a reminder pocket on said front face of said 
envelope for receiving said reminder means. 

13. (original) A reminder display envelope in accordance with claim 10 wherein 
said reminder pocket further comprises a transparent reminder window. 

14. (original) A reminder display envelope in accordance with claim 13 wherein 
said reminder pocket further comprises a transparent window on said envelope with said 
reminder card inserted into said reminder pocket. 
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15. (original) A reminder display envelope in accordance with claim 10 wherein 
said reminder means further comprises a display supporting panel comprising a pair of 
spaced parallel perforation lines extending upwardly from a bottom edge of a flat pattern 
blank for forming said envelope to a point 60% of the distance from said bottom edge of 
said flat pattern blank to a panel separation score line of said flat pattern blank. 

16, (original) A reminder display envelope in accordance with claim 10 wherein 
said reminder means further comprises an adhesive flange on an upper portion of a 
sealing flap of said envelope adhered to an exterior surface of a lower edge of said 
display supporting panel, forming a flat base from a portion of said sealing flap and a 
reminder display panel supported at an inclined angle by said flat base and said display 
supporting panel. 
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17, (original) A reminder display envelope comprising: 

a. an envelope having a front face and a rear face; and 

b. a reminder card comprising a reminder notice message printed on an exterior 
surface of said envelope within an area on said envelope defined by a top perforation line, 
a bottom perforation line and a pair of spaced parallel perforation lines, each connected to 
each of said top and bottom perforation lines; and 

c. a display supporting panel comprising a pair of spaced parallel perforation lines 
extending upwardly from a bottom edge of a flat pattern blank for forming said envelope 
to a point in the range of 40%-70% of the distance from said bottom edge of said flat 
pattern blank to a panel separation score line of said flat pattern blank and flange on an 
upper portion of a sealing flap of said envelope, said flange coated with a layer of 
adhesive, said flange being adhered to an exterior surface of a lower edge of said display 
supporting panel, forming a flat base from a portion of said sealing flap and a reminder 
display panel supported at an inclined angle by said flat base and said display supporting 
panel. 

18- (Original) A reminder display envelope in accordance with claim 17 further 
comprising a peel away release strip covering said layer of adhesive on said flange 
portion of said sealing flap. 
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19, (Currently original) A reminder display envelope in accordance with claim 17 
wherein farther compiling locating said reminder card is formed in a centered lower 
portion of said rear face of said envelope with said top perforation line and an upper 
portion of said spaced parallel perforation lines lying on said front face of said envelope. 

20. (original) A reminder display envelope in accordance with claim 17 further 
comprising a strip of magnetic material glued onto a surface of said envelope. 
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
